The 
special committee, in whose han ls the negotia- 
tions had been placed, were instructed to ré- 
peat the original claim submitted. Whilst every- 
thing possible is being done to prevent a serious 
situation arising, the attitude of the authorities 
is making the position of the leaders of the 
Union a very difficult one. The policy of delay 
is rousing the anger of the members, and de- 
mands for a strike ballot are being received 
from many quarters.”

THE REV. GEORGE WILKINS, B.D., 
F. T. C. D. 

The Rev. George Wilkins, B. D., Fellow of 
Trinity College, and Professor of Hebrew 
in Dublin University, died suddenly yester- 
day morning. On Monday ha complained 
of slight indisposition, and livered his 
customary lecture in his own , as he did 
not feel able te go to the Lecture Hall. He wae 
the youngest of three brothers, every one of 
whom had 1 brilliant College record. The 
eldest, William, who predeceased him by a few 
years, istinguithed himself both as a 
mathematician and an English literature 
scholar. He was also the author of many 
clever poems in Xottebos, which were after- 
wards published in book form. For many years 
he was head master of the Erasmus Smith 
School in Harcourt street. The second brother, 
Charles Wilkins, obtained a Scholarship in 
1876, and gave promise of & five career.

69 other Irishmen who have been similarly 
seized, deported, and imprisoned in recent 
weeks.” Mr. Kelly spoke amid considerable 
interruption. Several scuffles took place while 
he was speaking, and men were forcibly ejected 
from time to time amid the cheers of the 
audience. 

Mr. Kelly proposed that a message of sym- 
pathy be sent to “our fellow exiles in Worm- 
wood Scrubbs.” “It is rumoured,” he said, 
“that Lord French is going. (Hisses.) If it ia 
correct, then let him take with him the English 
garrison, bag and baggege. If not, the fight 
must go on.” (Cheers.) 

Mr. Arthur Griffith, Acting President of the 
Irish Republic,” also reetived a great ovation on 
rising to address the Meeting.
